Remarks 

1. Applicants' cancellation to claims 1 1-20 is acknowledged. Claims 1-10 are pending in 
the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Letertre et al. to US 6,794,276 and Urashima et al. to US 6,852, 161 teach a relevant 
method, as stated in the previous office action. 

In contrast, the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests depositing a silicon nitride 
film of between 5 to 20 monolayers; depositing a continuous gallium nitride on the silicon 
nitride at a temperature ranging/rom 400 to 600 XI and annealing the gallium nitride layer at a 
temperature ranging form 950 to 1120 °C and performing an epitaxial regrowth with the gallium 
nitride layer at the end of a spontaneous in situ formation of islands of gallium nitride.
